In our last letter we omitted to 
recount an event of significance. 

On Sunday, June 6th, very im- 
pressive services were held at the 
Evangelical Church. Two persons 
weie received into membership — 
Mrs. Rlioda Barnard and Mrs. E. 
Z. Jellison. Mrs. Harnaid is over 
eighty-one years of a^je, but us ac- 
tive as a woman of sixty. She is 
perhaps the only living pupil of the 
original Gallaudet. For years she 
had been wishing to jolu some 
church, but none exactly suited her 
until the estal>lishing of the present 
order of worship She has become 
greatly attached to Rev. Mr. Wy- 
and. The conv»»rsiou of these 
ladies is a result *)f the recent great 
meetings. When the minister an 
muinced the namesof the applicants 
for memliership there was sui prise 
and ivjoicing. Following tlie ad 
mission the Pastor preached liis 
most aide sermon, since liere, tak- 
ing as his text, St, Paul 19:13 — 
"Occupy till I Come." After the 
sermon, the sacraments of the 
Lord's Supper were partaken of by 
twenty four persons, representing 
the Episcopal, Presbyterian, Me- 
t hodist, Cougregat ional, Bapt ist , 
Lutheran and United Brethren 
cliurches. This was the largest 
number (o have yet paitaken. The 
audience was the largest of the year 
excepting Easter Sunday.

E. ILnne for the Df*af, held a busi- 
ness meeting in the room of the 
Evangelical Alliance Church, on 
Tuesday afternoon, an! elected the 
following officers f*)r the coming 
year : Piesident, Mrs. George 
Holmes; Vice-President, Mrs. Isaac 
Lllanchard ; Secretary, Miss Alice 
C. Jennings ; Treasurer, for Boston 
etc., Mrs F. W. Bigelow; Treasurer 
for Salem, etc., Mrs. Hardy Chap- 
man. This society has done great 
work und»*r Mrs. Bowden's terms as 
presi lent. We hope the same in- 
terest will l>e kept up by the new 
l)oard.

Tlie 
difl'crent nnmliers on the pt*ogram 
were announctMl by Mr t*rice, 
who also read several letters of re- 
gret from people unablo to attend.

respecting men and wouien. Mrs. 
Fisclter voiced the same sentiment 
in one verse of the poem she atl- 
dressed ti* Miss Fuller:^ — 

** 800U we must scatter a^abi, 
For each tias some duty to do. 

Hut all, as women aud uieu. 
Are doiuK it better for you." 

A part of the programme whitdt 
evidently look Miss Fuller some- 
what by stiri>iise was the gift of a 
handsome clock from the alumni, 
tendered by Mr. Lowenberg in a 
few wonts ol piesenlation, to wliich 
Miss Fuller made a brief and iirace- 
full response.

T!ie oeoasion was one 
not to be forgotten. It seems to 
have given irrcat satisfa(*(ion to the 
person most imme<l lately concerned, 
f(U' Miss Fuller remarked to one of 
the pupils: 

*' I atn a pnimb'r woman today 
than 1 ever supposed I shotild be."

The WondrouH City of 
the 1 iber. 



This Eternal City is a marvel of 
human history and human genius. 
As we study its antiquity, great- 
ness, wealth, and splendour, we 
begin to be enthralled by its inde- 
scribable charm. It not only stands 
now for human progress and free- 
dom, but for its past power and con- 
quest, from the days of Romulus to 
imperialism, from the Cisesars to the 
Popes. Liberty, law. beauty, 
mighty men. colonization, cruelty, 
luxury, strife, decline, desolation, 
restoration and grandeur, typify 
Rome in its 2500 years or more of 
varied existence. 

The mind aud heart are alike in- 
spired with wonder, admiration, 
fascination, mingled with condemna- 
tion, pity and great educational in- 
terest. Rome is the world upon a 
reduced scale. Here the thought- 
ful mind can study human nature, 
civil and ecclesiastical government, 
as nowhere else. 

The greatest study of mankind is 
man, and whom here we see, in all 
his transformation, from poverty to 
wealth, from weakness to power, 
from nobleness to meanness, from 
the hut to the palace, from humble- 
ness to glory, and from greatness to 
desolation.

A lady missionary in India had 
gone to speak to the people in a 
neighboring village.

The people gathered 
round out of curiosity at first, but 
some began to oppose and tried to 
make a tumult. ** My friends," 
began the lady, but a dozen voices 
cried out and drowned her words. 
'* What shall I do?'' she thought. 
Meanwhile, the noise increased. 
Something must be done, and done 
quickly. ** Write on the sand * God 
is love,* " she signed to the Hindu 
girl beside her. First the little deaf 
and dumb girl expressed the words 
on her fingers and then she wrote 
them on the ground. When she 
began a great hush fell on the crowd, 
and they watched her in silence as 
she inscribed ' * God is love* ' in large 
letters in the sand. Of course the 
text was in Hindustani. **See 
what this girl has written for you to 
read.** said the lady. ** Speak to 
her. She is deaf and dumb, as you 
will at once discover.*' Several 
came timidly forward and spoke to 
the child. One or two came forward 
and read the words. * * Let others 
come,*' said the lady. In a long 
line the people of the village walked 
past the text in the sand and read it. 
Then they formed a ring round the 
lady and the deaf and dumb child, 
aud sat down to be taught. And 
some of them on that very day began 
to serve the true God. 

'"Freely ye have received, freely 
give.** What a privilege to have 
had Jesus for a teacher ! And what 
a responsibility it placed upon those 
who had been taught by him ! How 
could they do enough and say en- 
ough to pass along the benefit re- 
ceived ? Since the days of the 
apostles there have been many faith- 
ful preachers and teachers who have 
tried to give freely what they have 
received; notably Rowland Hill, 
who averaged three hundred and 
fifty sermons a year to his eighty- 
ninth year. And John Wesley near- 
ly twice as many — 40,560 as against 
22,291. Whitefield preached 18,000 
sermons. Charles Wesley wrote 
5,000 hymns. He hath done what 
he could, she hath done what she 
could, might be spoken of many 
earnest Christian workers. And 
none of them ever think they have 
paid in full the debt of love they 
owe. - 

A story is told of a man in Minne- 
sota living in a beautiful mansion, 
which had a lighthouse on the top. 
He was asked why he had put it 
there, and he leplied that many 
years before, when traveling home 
across the prairie, a terrible snow- 
storm overtook him.

It iM proi>o8ed to create a memoiial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the ereetion of a Parish 
Buildinj< for 8t. Anu'w Church for 
Deaf-Muten. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty- five feet baek from the 
line of the itreet to ]>ermit tlie erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which willform a facade 
to the eliureh eclifieeand be a center 
of religious ani social life amongst 
the silent peoph*s. 1}y, Galhuulet 
lioi)ed during his lifetime to see the 
ere<itioii of this building, whieb 
would have completed the church 
with which his natr*> has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
m<»st fitting m<'morial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. 8t, 
Ann's ('hureh is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and tweuly- 
tive feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will bo used (or the social, re- 
ligious and industrial ihhhIs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount recjuiied for ** The Gallau- 
iW\ Memorial Parish Buihiing" will 
i>e about $30,000, and the building 
lt^^eI^, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conH[)icuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent [peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
